Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
work  of  the  Health  Department  of  the  Urban  District  for  the 
year  1957. 

During  the  year,  the  population  rose  by  140  persons. 
The  general  birth  rate  and  the  infant  mortality  rate  fell  com- 
pared with  last  year.  The  general  death  rate  of  9-0  per 
thousand  of  the  population  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  the 
Urban  District.  The  absence  of  deaths  in  young  infants  due 
to  respiratory  infection  is  responsible  for  this  year’s  large  fall 
in  the  infant  mortality  rate.  It  is  disappointing  to  record  that 
the  first  maternal  death  since  1950  occurred  this  year.  There 
was  a rise  in  the  maternal  mortality,  still  birth  rate,  incidence 
of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  the  death  rate  from  Pul- 
monary Tuberculosis. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  three  matters  affecting  old 
people  were  receiving  active  consideration. 

Firstly,  the  local  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  were 
considering  the  possibility  of  establishing  a Meals  Service  for 
the  needy  living  alone.  Nine  such  old  people  were  known  to 
the  Health  Department.  Efforts  will  be  made  to  raise 
sufficient  funds  to  provide  a weekly  meal  which  the  Home  Flelp 
would  collect,  prepare  and  cook  in  the  old  person’s  home. 

Secondly,  the  Urban  District  Council  agreed  to 
co-operate  with  the  W^est  Riding  County  Council  in  providing 
a group  of  old  people’s  bungalows  with  Warden’s  house 
adjoining.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Divisional 
Welfare  Officer  would  recommend  tenants  for  these  dwellings 
who  were  infirm  and  living  alone,  but  who  did  not  yet  require 
those  services  provided  by  a Hostel. 

Lastly,  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  14/57,  which 
resulted  from  a survey  of  facilities  available  to  aged  chronic 
sick  and  infirm,  gives  guidance  to  Regional  Hospital  Boards 
and  Welfare  Authorities  on  the  ever  pressing  problem  of  old 
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people  living  alone  who  did  not  need  hospital  attention,  but 
do  require  some  general  care  and  occasional  nursing  which 
cannot  always  be  given  in  Hostels  for  old  people. 

Previous  to  this  circular,  workers  in  the  preventive  field 
have  been  struggling  to  give  adequate  help  to  this  “Half-Way" 
type  of  case  which  was  nearly  always  denied  hospital  or 
chronic  sick  care  because  of  a too  rigid  system  of  admission. 
I am  hopeful  that  with  more  co-operation  between  Welfare 
Authority  and  Chronic  Sick  hospitals,  old  people,  when  they 
get  to  such  a state  in  their  decline,  will  be  able  to  receive 
appropriate  Institutional  Care  instead  of  partial  attention  in 
their  homes. 

The  outstanding  infectious  disease  episode  during  1957 
was  the  number  of  cases  of  influenza  which  occurred  in  the 
months  of  August  and  September.  The  disease  was  character- 
ised by  its  sudden  onset,  its  short  duration  of  about  4 days 
and  the  relatively  few  cases  in  the  very  young  and  the  old. 
One  young  adult  death  was  attributed  to  influenza.  The 
percentage  increase  over  the  same  period  last  year  in  absence 
from  work  apparently  due  to  influenza  in  the  Council 
employees  was  15%.  It  was  estimated  that  about  40%  of  all 
school  children  were  absent  from  school  because  of  the 
epidemic  during  the  peak  weeks  of  the  disease. 

Poliomyelitis  vaccination  was  given  priority  in  the  work 
of  the  Health  Department  during  the  year,  but  unfortunately 
the  degree  of  protection  given  to  priority  groups  was  limited 
by  the  supplies  of  the  vaccine.  However,  by  the  end  of  the 
year  all  those  initially  registered  had  been  given  complete 
protection. 

I wish  to  acknowledge  the  co-operation  given  by  my 
Chairman,  Members  of  the  Committees,  Officials  of  the  Council 
and  the  loyal  and  efficient  service  by  my  staff  in  the  Public 
Health  Department  and  Divisional  Office  during  the  year.

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

This  is  the  36th  Annual  Report  submitted  for  your 
consideration  and  the  twelfth  with  which  I have  been 
associated. 

Unfortunately,  this  year,  the  work  of  the  Department 
has  not  gone  as  anticipated  last  year,  Mr.  Mayo  the  Additional 
Public  Health  Inspector  leaving  the  service  of  the  Council  in 
February  1957,  and  despite  the  Council’s  efforts  in  advertising 
for  a successor,  the  position  is  still  vacant.  Furthermore,  Mr. 
H.  L.  Cheshire,  Council’s  Pupil  Public  Health  Inspector  who 
had  reached  the  stage  of  sitting  for  his  Certificate  as  a Public 
Health  Inspector  and  was  of  some  considerable  assistance,  has 
been  called  up  for  military  service  in  December. 

Work  in  the  Department  has  therefore  been  more  of  a 
routine  character  and  the  inspection  of  meat  and  other  foods 
has  received  prior  consideration. 

The  Rent  Act  provisions  relating  to  the  issue  of  Certifi- 
cates of  Disrepair  have  been  well  exercised  by  the  public. 
“Undertakings”  have  been  forthcoming  from  all  the  landlords 
but  it  is  noticeable  that  approximately  only  in  50%  of  the 
cases  did  they  seem  to  be  honoured,  and  repairs  at  the  end  of 
six  months  are  still  outstanding. 

The  calls  upon  Public  Cleansing  continue  to  increase 
and  the  movement  of  staff  to  other  forms  of  employment  in 
private  industry  has  not  ceased,  but  I am  happy  to  report  that 
this  problem  has  not  interfered  with  the  efficiency  of  the 
service. 

Restriction  upon  the  quantity  of  waste  paper  in  the  form 
of  salvage  has  been  eased,  but  not  lifted  completely,  and  there 
has  been  a tightening  up  on  the  types  and  grades  of  paper 
required.  Prices  of  metal  salvage  have  varied  considerably, 
and  the  revenue  obtained  from  woollens  and  like  material  has 
considerably  depreciated. 

The  deposited  matter  in  atmospheric  pollution  recording 
is  dropping,  but  the  sulphur  di-oxide  and  tri-oxide  figures 
unfortunately  are  not  correspondingly  reduced. 
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May  I express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  the 
Council  for  the  support  and  interest  they  have  displayed  in  the 
work  of  the  Department  during  the  year,  and  I am  sure  that 
with  such  enthusiasm  displayed  in  these  matters  the  Urban 
District  will  continue  to  thrive  and  prosper.

(b)  Physical  and  Social  Conditions 


Conisbrough  lies  some  5 miles  South  West  of  the  centre 
of  Doncaster  on  the  South  bank  of  the  River  Don.  The  main 
historical  feature  of  the  district  being  the  Castle,  immortalised 
in  Sir  Walter  Scott’s  “Ivanhoe,”  and  reputed  to  have  been 
founded  by  Hengist  in  the  5th  Century. 

The  population  increased  from  1,142  in  1821  to  15,860 
in  1921,  mainly  due  to  the  sinking  of  Denaby  Main  Colliery 
in  1866,  and  the  subsequent  establishment  of  Cadeby  Main 
Colliery  in  1893.  The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  on 
resident  population  for  mid-1957,  is  17,540,  an  increase  of  140 
over  the  previous  year. 

Housing  provision  in  the  Urban  area  consists  of  a 
mixture  of  old  property  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Church  and 
Castle;  colliery  houses  in  Denaby  Main  which  were  built  about 
the  same  time  as  the  sinking  of  the  Colliery,  and  modern  estates 
of  new  Council  houses  and  houses  erected  by  the  Coal 
Industry  Housing  Association  in  Conisbrough.  A further  75 
houses  have  been  provided  in  the  District  since  the  31st 
December,  1957.

Sales  of  proprietary  brands  of  dried  milks  etc.,  are 
made  from  both  these  Centres,  and  arrangements  are  also  made 
for  the  distribution  of  Welfare  Foods  under  the  Ministry  of 
Health  Scheme.

MIDWIFERY  - Section  23 

Three  Midwives  are  resident  and  employed  in  the 
Coni'sbrough  area,  two  of  whom  own  motor  cars  which  they 
are  authorised  to  use  in  the  course  of  their  official  duties. 
Relief  for  these  Nurses  is  provided  by  a fourth  Midwife  from 
Conisbrough. 

Of  the  370  confinements  in  the  area,  223  were  under- 
taken at  home  by  the  District  Midwives  representing  60%  of 
the  total.

HEALTH  VISITING  - Section  24 

Four  full-time  Health  Visitors  are  employed,  and  their 
health  visiting  duties  are  combined  with  that  of  school  nurses. 

Miss  Willoughby,  a Health  Visitor  employed  in  the 
Denaby  Main  area,  also  undertook  the  work  of  liaison  Health 
Visitor  at  the  Fullerton  Hospital,  Denaby  Main.

11,441  Home  Visits  were  made  by  the  3 Home  Nurses 
employed  in  the  District  during  the  year,  and  they  attended 
379  cases.  The  number  of  visits  shows  a reduction  of  762 
on  the  figure  for  the  previous  year,  and  there  was  also  a fall 
in  the  number  of  cases  attended  which  was  471  in  1956. 
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Nearly  50%  of  the  visits  were  paid  to  patients  who  were 
over  65  years  of  age,  although  this  group  represented  only 
30%  of  all  cases.

Vaccination  against  Whooping  Cough 

10  children  under  1 year  of  age  and  66  between  the 
ages  of  1 and  4 years  were  vaccinated  against  Whooping 
Cough  during  the  year. 

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

When  the  scheme  for  vaccination  of  children  against 
Poliomyelitis  in  selected  age  groups  was  announced  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  in  1956,  874  children  born  between  the 
years  1947  and  1954  were  registered  for  vaccination  repre- 
senting 30%  of  the  total  estimated  population  in  this  age 
group.  By  the  end  of  1957  all  these  children  had  been 
vaccinated  plus  a further  92.  At  the  same  time  the  Ministry 
announced  the  extension  of  the  scheme  to  include  all  children 
from  the  age  of  6 months  up  to  and  including  15  year  olds  and 
expectant  mothers. 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE  - Section  27 

The  ambulance  service  for  the  district  is  under  the 
control  of  the  Depot  Superintendent,  Mr.  F.  Hvde,  at  Dunford 
House,  Wath  upon  Dearne,  and  is  under  the  overall  control 
of  the  Chief  Ambulance  Officer.  The  Depot  at  Wath  is 
staffed  by  2 clerk/telephonists  who  maintain  a 24  hour  service, 
and  there  are  16  male  drivers,  4 shift-leaders  and  2 female 
drivers.  6 vehicles  are  available  including  one  sitting  car. 
and  ambulances  from  neighbouring  depots  are  utilised  as  and 
when  necessary  either  to  re-inforce  or  economise  in  the  trans- 
port of  patients.  There  is  a system  of  radio  control  for  all 
vehicles.

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PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS  - CARE  & AFTER-CARE 

Section  28 

(i)  Nursing  Equipment  in  the  Home 

To  facilitate  the  nursing  of  patients  at  home  by  the 
District  Nurses,  and  to  increase  the  patient’s  comfort,  home 
nursing  equipment  such  as  urine  bottles,  bed  pans,  bed  rests, 
dunlopillo  cushions,  air  rings,  bed  cradles  and  walking  aids  etc., 
are  available  for  loan.  In  special  cases,  larger  items  of  equip- 
ment such  as  beds,  mattresses,  wheel  chairs,  fracture  boards 
etc.,  have  also  been  supplied.  In  all,  509  loans  of  all  these 
items  of  equipment  were  made  to  patients  during  the  year 
throughout  this  Division  as  a whole. 

(ii)  Hospital  After-Care 

M iss  D.  M.  E.  Goldthorpe,  a Health  Visitor  from  the 
Dearne  area,  undertakes  the  work  of  Liaison  Health  Visitor 
at  the  Montagu  Hospital,  Mexborough,  whilst  similar  duties 
are  performed  at  the  Fullerton  Hospital,  Denaby  Main,  by 
Miss  A.  D.  Willoughby,  a Health  Visitor  from  that  area. 

Miss  Goldthorpe  attends  at  the  hospital  each  Wednes- 
day and  Friday  afternoon  for  approximately  2 hours  to  give 
assistance  to  patients  while  in  the  hospital,  or  to  arrange  for 
after-care  after  their  discharge.  Arrangements  are  also  made 
through  Miss  Goldthorpe  for  the  provision  of  background 
reports  in  respect  of  patients  for  the  use  of  the  Medical  Staff 
at  the  hospital. 

Miss  Willoughby's  duties  at  Fullerton  Hospital,  Denaby 
Main,  follow  the  same  pattern  except  that  most  of  the  patients 
in  that  hospital  are  transferred  from  the  Doncaster  Royal 
Infirmary,  and  her  assistance  is  usually  to  supplement  the  work 
of  the  Almoner  at  the  Royal  Infirmary. 

The  work  of  both  Nurses  is  much  appreciated  by  the 
Medical  Staff  at  the  hospitals  and  by  the  patients  alike. 

(iii)  Tuberculosis  After-Care 

Dr.  R.  L.  Sadler,  Assistant  Chest  Physician, 
Mexborough  Chest  Clinic,  has  kindly  supplied  the  following 
report  in  respect  of  the  work  carried  out  at  the  Chest  Clinic 
which  covers  this  Divisional  area  and  a neighbouring  Division  : 

'‘New  cases  of  T.B.  notified  in  1957(excluding  non-pulmonary) 

Men,  58  of  which  38  sputum  positive. 

Women,  24  of  which  10  sputum  positive. 

Children,  6 of  which  0 sputum  positive. 
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New  contacts  examined  during  1957 

Men,  61  of  which  7 were  subsequently  notified  as  T.B. 

Women,  116  of  which  2 were  subsequently  notified  as  T.B. 

Children,  115  of  which  5 were  subsequently  notified  as  T.B. 

(1 ) The  ratio  of  3*3  contacts  examined  to  cases  notified  com- 
pares with  the  same  ratio  for  other  areas  (1956  figures)  : 

Mexborough  and  Doncaster  Area  4-3. 

Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board  Area  4-3. 

(2)  The  incidence  of  tuberculosis  among  the  contact  cases  is 
about  4-6  per  cent  which  is  about  20  times  the  incidence 
that  might  be  expected  in  a sample  of  the  public  attending 
for  M.M.R.  X-Rays.  This  figure  is  more  important  than 
that  of  the  total  number  of  contacts  examined  because 
there  is  probably  a higher  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in 
those  who  are  reluctant  to  attend  e.g.  elderly  relatives. 

In  1956  this  incidence  was  4-1%  for  Doncaster 
Area  (including  Mexborough)  and  1-9%  for  Sheffield 
Regional  Area. 

(3)  The  majority  of  sputum  positive  cases  now  convert  to 
negative  with  drug  therapy,  with  or  without  surgery.  The 
drugs  are  often  continued  long  after  they  are  fit  for  work 
and  the  problem  of  infection  of  fellow  workers  by  recently 
treated  cases  is  much  less  than  formerly. 

(4)  The  main  problem  with  most  treated  cases  is  to  find  light 
or  medium  work  in  hygienic  conditions  to  minimise  the 
chances  of  relapse.  This  is  not  always  easy  in  an  area 
where  the  main  industry  is  coal  mining  and  many  of  the 
male  patients  are  miners. 

(5)  There  are  a few  cases  who  fail  to  become  sputum  negative 
after  prolonged  treatment.  At  present  there  are  about  20 
such  cases  on  the  register.  None  of  these  are  in  employ- 
ment at  present  as  far  as  is  known.  The  20  cases  include 
6 with  very  advanced  disease  and  3 who  have  been  unable 
and  unwilling  to  continue  adequate  treatment  There  are 
also  1 1 cases  with  pneumoconiosis  with  massive  fibrotic 
shadows  whose  sputum  is  persistently  positive. 

(6)  Miners  who  have  massive  fibrosis  of  pneumoconiosis  with 
tuberculosis  are  not  able  to  share  in  the  benefit  that  other 
T.B.  cases  receive  from  modern  therapy.  They  should 
have  special  consideration  from  the  social  aspect. 
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From  the  public  health  aspect  such  cases  are  likely 
to  remain  chronic  sources  of  infection- — sometimes  with 
bacilli  which  have  become  drug  resistant. 

It  may  be  desirable  to  rehouse  such  cases  in 
2 bedroomed  bungalow  colonies  so  as  to  house  the 
majority  of  chronic  infectious  cases  in  a single  neighbour- 
hood.” 

27  patients  in  the  Conisbrough  area  were  receiving 
extra  nourishment  in  the  form  of  2 pints  of  milk  daily  under 
the  County  Council  Scheme  at  the  31st  December,  1957. 

15  children  who  were  known  contacts  of  patients 
suffering  from  tuberculosis  were  given  the  protection  of  B.C.G. 
Vaccination  at  the  Chest  Clinic. 

The  South  Yorkshire  Area  Mass  Radiography  Unit 
visited  Conisbrough  and  Denaby  during  1957,  and  the 
following  is  a combined  statistical  summary  of  the  2 surveys

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DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE  ^ Section  29 

Home  Helps  attended  112  cases  during  1957,  and  were 
employed  for  15,166  hours  at  these  cases.  This  is  a decrease 
of  9 cases  and  1,389  hours  compared  with  the  figures  for  1956. 

The  main  service  was  provided  for  the  Chronic  Sick, 
and  Home  Helps  attended  105  households  to  help  these  aged 
people.

MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

A great  deal  of  domestic  advice  was  given  to  relatives 
and  patients  by  the  Social  Worker. 

Much  confidence  was  acquired  by  patients,  and  they 
were  encouraged  to  take  a wider  interest  in  local  social  life, 
and  general  activities. 

If  employment  has  been  involved,  encouragement  has 
been  given  to  the  patient,  and  kindly  interest  and  sympathy 
has  been  sought  from  the  appropriate  employer. 

Progress  still  continues  in  this  service.  The  Group 
Training  Classes  in  all  districts  are  now  firmly  established,  and 
the  mentally  handicapped  children  continue  to  acquire  a sense 
of  social  responsibility  and  discipline.  The  great  need  is  still 
an  Occupation  Centre,  such  Centres  in  addition  to  helping  the 
mentally  handicapped,  are  of  equal  help  to  the  parents,  who 
normally  bear  the  brunt  of  finding  suitable  occupation  and 
amusement  in  the  home,  who  with  the  establishment  of 
Occupation  Centres  can  happily  carry  on  with  a normal  house- 
hold routine,  knowing  that  their  children  are  in  capable  hands. 

The  Royal  Commission  on  Mental  Health  was  made 
known,  and  already  some  of  the  recommendations,  namely 
admissions  to  permanent  Institutional  Care  on  an  informal 
basis  have  been  carried  out. 
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The  placing  by  parents  of  children  under  21,  still 
continues.  The  liaison  with  the  Youth  Employment  Board 
continues  to  be  good,  and  most  of  the  High  Grade  Mentally 
Handicapped  children  leaving  school  were  placed  in  employ- 
ment. It  has  been  established  that  some  high  grade  defectives, 
although  taking  much  longer  to  absorb  a routine  job,  will 
eventually  give,  under  supervision,  useful  service. 


The  Mental  Health  Social  Worker,  still  acts  as  the 
co-ordinating  officer  between  the  Psychiatric  Clinic  and  the 
various  local  Authority  Departments,  and  do  whatever  field 
work  is  required  by  the  Psychiatrist.

SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

Dr.  B.  R.  A.  Demaine  reports  as  follows  : — 

The  work  of  the  School  Medical  Service  has  been  main- 
tained throughout  1957  as  follows  : — 

Routine  inspection  was  carried  out  in  4 groups  : 

1.  Primary  School  Children  as  soon  as  possible  after 
admission. 

2.  Primary  School  Children  between  7 and  8. 

3.  Primary  School  Children  during  last  year  of 
attendance. 

4.  Secondary  school  children  during  their  last  term 
at  school. 

In  addition,  periodic  examinations  are  carried  out  on  : 
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5.  Handicapped  children,  physical,  mental  and  mal- 
adjusted. 

6.  All  children  in  special  schools  on  return  after 
vacation. 

7.  Children  going  into  Holiday  Camps  or  to  the 
Continent. 

8.  College  Entrants — the  number  of  whom  have 
increased  during  the  year. 

In  addition,  children  who  have  been  found  to  have 
defects  at  previous  examinations  are  re-checked  at  subsequent 
visits  to  the  school,  or  at  school  clinics. 

Special  Examinations  are  those  done  at  the  request  of 
the  parents.  Head  Teacher  or  Health  Visiting  Staff. 

A School  Clinic  is  held  in  Conisbrough  and  Denaby 
Main  on  the  1st  and  3rd  Thursday  of  the  month,  when  parents 
can  make  appointments,  and  previous  cases  can  be  reviewed. 
These  cases  can  have  further  advice  at  the  Paediatric  Clinic 
held  on  the  3rd  Thursday  of  the  month,  when  referred  to  the 
Paediatrician  by  the  Senior  Medical  Officer. 

These  children  come  with  one  or  both  parents,  and  the 
case  is  discussed  with  them  by  Dr.  Harvey  to  whom  extra 
details  can  be  given  by  the  Senior  Medical  Officer  and  Health 
Visitors.  As  Dr.  Harvey  is  on  the  staff  of  Mexborough 
Hospital  and  also  Sheffield  Children’s  Hospital,  children  benefit 
on  the  liaison  between  the  School  Health  Service  and  Hospital 
treatment  as  well  as  by  the  help  and  co-operation  of  their 
General  Practitioners. 

Handicapped  children  are  dealt  with  under  Physical  and 
Mental  Headings.  Physical  cases  may  require  to  go  to  Special 
Residential  Schools,  but  every  effort  is  made  to  keep  the  child 
at  home  if  possible,  and  supply  a Home  Teacher  in  the  more 
severe  cases.  Several  are  able  to  attend  the  ordinary  school. 
Older  buildings  with  stairs  and  steps  present  difficulties  in 
some  cases,  but  many  Head  Teachers  are  prepared  to  sacrifice 
some  of  their  time  to  enable  the  Handicapped  Children  to 
receive  the  maximum  of  education  and  care. 

Older  children  can  be  directed  in  many  different  ways 
to  ease  the  handicapped  child’s  burden,  and  while  not  detract- 
ing from  his  independence,  makes  a very  practical  contribution 
towards  good  citizenship. 
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The  Mentally  Handicapped  are  assessed  as  early  as 
possible,  classified  as  to  their  suitability  to  remain  in  a Day  or 
an  Ordinary  School,  or  be  admitted  to  an  E.S.N.  Residential 
School  or  an  Occupation  Centre. 

Many  of  our  E.S.N.  Children  who  have  been  admitted 
to  the  Milton  School  at  Swinton  are  showing  marked  improve- 
ment not  only  in  ability,  but  also  in  discipline  and  self  help. 
With  the  increasing  numbers  of  children  in  classes  in  ordinary 
schools,  it  is  impossible  for  any  teacher  to  give  an  E.S.N. 
child  all  the  individual  help  that  it  needs. 

An  Occupation  Centre  has  now  been  arranged  in 
Mexborough,  and  it  will  be  possible  to  give  these  uneducable 
children  more  scope.  The  teacher  will  now  be  able  to  keep 
her  apparatus  in  one  Centre.  This  work  has  been  carried  out 
in  clinic  premises  in  different  parts  of  the  Division,  and  the 
appreciation  of  the  parents  of  these  unfortunate  children  has 
made  the  difficulties  of  the  teacher  seem  well  worth  while. 
With  a Centre,  the  time  previously  spent  in  travelling  can  be 
utilized  by  the  teacher  to  give  further  interesting  group  work 
and  play,  and  also  supervision  of  hygiene  and  feeding. 

Maladjusted  children  can  now  have  the  help  of  a 
Consultant  Psychiatrist,  as  well  as  an  Educational  Psychologist. 

Blind  and  partially  blind  are  sent  to  Residential  School, 
and  the  deaf  and  partially  deaf  are  now  being  admitted  to 
Residential  School  at  a much  earlier  age  than  previously. 

It  is  a rare  thing  now  to  see  Epileptic  Fits  in  school, 
as  the  children  are  receiving  earlier  and  more  controlled 
administration  of  drugs. 


The  Preventive  Side  has  been  carried  on  with  Immunis- 
ations against  Diphtheria,  Poliomyelitis  and  Tuberculosis. 

During  1957,  the  number  of  school  children  immunized 
for  Diphtheria  was  2,427  protective  and  947  refresher. 

While  the  total  number  receiving  Poliomyelitis 
Vaccination  was  2,831. 

We  have  been  fortunate  to  have  obtained  the  services 
of  a Speech  Therapist  again,  and  her  work  has  been  much 
appreciated  both  by  the  Head  Teachers  and  the  parents. 
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Other  services  maintained  are — Eye  Clinics  held  every 
3rd  week,  with  cases  referred  for  Orthoptic  Treatment. 

Several  children  attend  the  Physiotherapy  Department 
of  various  hospitals  for  treatment  for  the  sequelae  of  Polio- 
myelitis, Asthma  and  Bronchial  trouble. 

The  nutrition  of  school  children  is  excellent,  due  to  the 
well  balanced  meals  provided  by  the  school  canteens. 

The  problem  of  lice  infestation  is  still  with  us.  During 
1957,  the  number  examined  was  10,809,  and  the  number 
infested  was  434.  This  is  4%  of  school  children  which  is  still 
too  high  a number  despite  continuous  supervision  of  school 
children. 

I feel  that  it  might  be  advantageous  here  to  make  a few 
observations  on  the  introduction  of  Television  into  our  homes. 
Whilst  it  may  provide  relaxation  for  the  older  members  of  the 
family,  hours  of  continuous  viewing  are  not  beneficial  to 
children.  Apart  from  sitting  in  a darkened  and  often  over- 
crowded room,  there  is  a strain  imposed  on  the  eyesight  and 
concentration  of  the  child,  and  the  hours  of  sleep  are  consider- 
ably lessened.  It  behoves  us  all  to  weigh  up  very  carefully 
whether  the  knowledge  picked  up  from  scientific  studies  and 
good  documentary  films,  compensate  for  the  insidious  dulling 
of  both  our  physical  and  mental  vision  and  individualism. 

Until  recently,  the  concept  of  School  Health  was  routine 
inspection,  but  now  the  idea  is  to  work  on  broader  lines  and 
view  the  work  as  furtherance  of  Health  Education.  This 
education  falls  under  the  four  headings  of  the  Physical,  Mental, 
Moral  and  Emotional,  and  all  four  must  be  finely  balanced. 

Health  Education  is  not  a school  subject  out  to  teach 
facts  and  develop  skill,  but  to  encourage  an  attitude  of  mind 
which  will  direct  the  child  to  healthy  living. 

(c)  HOSPITAL  SERVICES 

The  Local  Hospital  Services  are  administered  by  the 
Rotherham  and  Mexborough  Hospital  Management  Com- 
mittee, and  the  Doncaster  Hospital  Management  Committee 
on  behalf  of  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board.

On  the  11th  July,  1957,  bacteriological  and  chemical 
analysis  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst.  The 
reports  on  these  samples  were  unsatisfactory  and  immediate 
action  was  taken  to  restore  the  water  to  its  former  purity. 

Water  Supplies 

The  sampling  of  water  by  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment has  continued.  42  samples  were  taken. 

Chemical  and  bacteriological  analysis  were  undertaken 
by  the  Public  Analyst  in  Sheffield  from  both  supplies  to  the 
Urban  District. 

The  Don  Valley  Water  Board  have  obtained  an 
extended  lease  upon  the  Reservoir  ground  in  Conisbrough 
enabling  them  to  obtain  a Ministry  Grant  towards  covering 
this  open  reservoir. 

By  this  means  it  is  hoped  that  the  larvae  which  at 
certain  times  of  the  year  have  been  a feature  of  the  supply 
for  so  many  years,  will  be  excluded  entry  to  the  supply. 

The  Public  Analyst’s  reports  on  the  National  Coal 
Board  supply  to  the  Denaby  Area  continue  to  draw  attention 
to  its  excessive  hardness. 
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The  Council  have  pressed  the  Water  Board  to  take 
over  this  supply  as  part  of  their  undertaking  and  the  Board 
are  at  present  considering  ways  and  means  of  offering  an 
alternative  supply. 

Bacteriological  and  Chemical  Analysis 

42  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  analysis. 
These  revealed  that  chemically  10  samples  were  satisfactory 
and  11  were  unsatisfactory,  and  bacteriologically  19  were 
satisfactory  and  2 unsatisfactory. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

It  is  most  gratifying  to  find  that  progress  is  to  be  made 
with  regard  to  the  extension  and  alteration  of  the  Sewage 
Works  and  that  Council’s  efforts  are  now  coming  to  fruition. 
It  is  hoped  that  in  the  not  too  distant  future  the  effluent 
deposited  into  the  River  Don  will  cease  to  cause  concern. 

Infectious  Diseases 

Enquiries  were  made  into  8 cases  of  infectious  diseases 
— Food  Poisoning  and  Dysentery.

Atmospheric  Pollution 

1.  Wind  Direction 

During  this  year  there  were  39  days  calm.  The  South 
West  wind  was  again  predominant.  From  this  quarter  not 
too  much  trouble  is  experienced  but  the  N.N.E.  to  W.S.W. 
quarter  most  definitely  appears  to  bring  the  pollution.  More 
emphasis  is  laid  on  this  later  in  the  report  with  regard  to  S02 
and  S04. 

2.  Sulphur  Dioxide  S02 

It  is  noticeable  that  the  figures  for  the  two  gauges  at 
Denaby  i.e.  Miners’  Welfare  and  British  Westfalite  which 
previously  showed  a slight  increase  year  by  year,  have  this 
year  decreased. 

One  can  assume  that  this  is  because  the  Collieries  have 
decreased  their  steam  demand  and  are  being  electrified. 
Domestically  there  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  use  of  coal. 

At  Rowena  School  this  gauge  continually  shows 
increased  figures.  The  raising  of  the  Power  Station  chimneys 
and  the  expansion  programme  there  are  probably  the  cause. 
The  "plume”  from  these  chimneys  now  is  travelling  in  a 
current  of  air  about  the  height  of  this  gauge  and  could  well 
be  adversely  affecting  the  district. 
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Next  year’s  figures  will  show  how  far  this  theory  is 
correct. 

3.  Deposit  Gauges 

At  one  station  this  is  increasing  and  the  recordings  at 
the  two  other  stations  are  decreasing  possibly  due  to  the 
change-over  at  the  Collieries  from  coal  to  electrical  energy. 

Again,  in  the  matter  of  deposit,  the  figure  is  dropping, 
and  if  one  looks  at  the  general  statement,  those  gauges  situate 
around  the  Collieries,  notably  Miners’  Welfare,  Cadeby 
Reservoir  and  Fullerton  Hospital,  all  show  decreases  in  solid 
matter.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955 

Due  to  the  shortage  of  inspectorial  staff,  progress  in 
this  field  has  been  slow.

Food  Hygiene  Lectures 

A very  successful  course  of  6 lectures  for  food  handlers 
covering  elementary  bacteriology,  food  borne  infections, 
personal  hygiene,  kitchen  hygiene  and  the  law  relating  to  food 
hygiene  was  held  in  Station  Road  School,  Conisbrough,  during 
March  and  April.  80  food  handlers  were  enrolled  for  the 
course.  The  average  attendance  at  each  lecture  was  63,  the 
lowest  being  57  and  the  highest  68.  The  attendance  was 
extremely  good  and  a keen  interest  was  taken  in  the  lectures 
by  the  food  handlers  in  the  town.

PREVENTION  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

101  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were  received 
during  1957  compared  with  a total  of  210  received  during  1956. 
The  largest  number  of  notifications  were  received  in  respect  of 
Measles,  resulting  in  75  cases  being  notified. 
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Scarlet  Fever 

Only  3 cases  were  notified  and  confirmed  compared 
with  a total  of  1 7 for  the  previous  year.  2 cases  were  admitted 
to  hospital  for  treatment. 

Whooping  Cough 

8 cases  of  which  7 were  confirmed  were  reported  to  me 
and  this  is  29  fewer  cases  than  in  1956.  5 of  the  7 cases  were 

in  the  5 — 9 year  age  group. 

Measles 

Of  the  75  cases  notified,  33  occurred  in  the  5 to  9 year 
age  group.  The  number  of  notifications  showed  a decrease  of 
18  compared  with  the  figure  for  1956. 

Dysentery 

Notifications  were  received  of  4 cases  during  the  year 
compared  with  57  in  the  previous  year.  A case  notified  as 
typhoid  fever  was  admitted  to  hospital  but  the  diagnosis  was 
not  confirmed. 

Pneumonia 

3 cases  were  reported  but  there  were  5 deaths  attribu- 
table to  this  cause  during  the  year. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis 

1 case  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  relating  to  a girl  aged 
3,  occurred  during  the  year,  the  patient  was  admitted  to 
hospital  and  there  was  no  residual  paralysis. 

Influenza 

The  experience  of  the  Doctors  in  a large  practice  in  the 
Urban  District  during  the  Influenza  epidemic  during  August, 
September  and  October,  gives  an  estimate  of  its  extent. 

During  the  month  of  August,  a few  cases  with  flu-like 
symptoms  were  noted  exclusively  in  school  children  and  adults 
other  than  old  people.  By  the  second  week  of  September,  the 
number  of  cases  diagnosed  rose  sharply.  In  this  practice,  the 
peak  week  was  in  the  middle  of  the  month,  when  about  50  old 
people,  50  young  babies,  600  school  children  and  600  adults 
other  than  old  people  were  seen.  In  35  families,  there  were 
2 or  more  cases.  In  the  next  3 weeks  the  numbers  fell 
uniformly.  The  average  case  complained  of  general  aches, 
headache,  rigor  and  mild  sore  throat.  Symptoms  lasted  for 
about  3 days  and  there  was  little  gastro-intestinal  upset.

20  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  3 cases 
of  non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  1957. 
The  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  incidence  rate  for  the  year  was 
1’14  per  thousand  of  the  population  compared  with  a rate  of 
0-90  for  the  previous  year.  10  of  the  notifications  relating  to 
males  and  5 relating  to  females  occurred  in  persons  over  36 
years  of  age. 

4 deaths  ascribed  to  respiratory  Tuberculosis  and  one 
death  from  non-respiratory  Tuberculosis  all  related  to  males. 

The  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  death  rate  was  0*23  per 
thousand  of  the  population,  and  this  is  the  second  lowest  death 
rate  from  this  disease  which  has  been  recorded.
